each individual may, slowly perhaps, but certainly 
become enriched, we have neglected our great op- 
portunities and are paying annually millions of del 
lars to otiwr paa^ for dobag fsr as wlait we might 
quite as ntatf mAyMk mmk mtm fmttim tot 
ourselves. 

The single item of cotton, one of our principal 
staples and an article that is largely consumed in a 
manufactured state by our j«eople, furnishes a strik- 
ing illastrat ion of this suiciilal jx)licy.

occasion for a sin^'le dollar of this vast expenditure 
on our part to fo-eign industry. We are amply able 
to manufacture all the cotton and woolen goods that 
we consume We have an abundance of the raw 
material and the facilities for the application of do- 
mestic industry to tlie manufacture of them. The 
double co-t of transportation, in addition to the ty- 
rannous exactions of the English monopolists of the 
mnnufacture of these materials, more than compen- 
sates for any dift'erfeiice that miv exist in the pi ices 
of lalior here and in Kiigland or in I"urof>e. The 
same may be said in regard to our importations of 
iron, of which there is enough in Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, and Missouri alone to supply the 
demand of the whole world. 

With proper tariff regulations by which our manu- 
factories could be protected in their infancy from the 
combined and systematic efforts of European mo- 
nopolists to break them down, the whole of the 
seventy-tive millions of dollars annually expended 
by OS for tiieae two itaau of manufacture might be 
retained to blett and reward the iadnitiyof onrown 
people.

Ye^^- 
te:day reminded :.i - uf the best Ame'ican antumual 
weatner. It was trii!\' enjoyed by the popnlatioa. 

We rather like this sort of prelude— w« say j>re> 

lude, for it Liears a more intimate relation to the 
lively and various gossip which follows than some 
people may imagine at first glance. It is a kind of 
key to the body of the letter — a key if not to its or- 
dinary and practical significance at least to those 
more delicate and transcendental bearings which 
every fine mind seeks for in the commonest reports 
of the new and the distant. It vaults those amia- 
ble and delightful personalities in wliich Mr. Walsh 
is so fond of dealing, with the very sky under 
wliich their sabjects, fiur or great, live and move. 
It restores something of thrir actual bel<»igings, in- 
vesting them with the ataMsphere in which they 
blossomed. It enables one nat BMrely to know but 
to comprehend them. In regard to Paris, above all 
other cities, where everybody lives out of doors, a 
glimpse of the heavens is essential to a perfect ap- 
preciation of any chronicle of the current move- 
ments of the hour on the earth below. Its presence 
throws light all around one, setting each particidar 
person, object, or event in the broad and cheerful 
glare of day, whereas its absence leaves one to see 
everything dimly, and tmder the sharpest of angles. 
The difference is that Itetween looking upon some 
towering structure from a commanding point of view 
in the clear, fresh light of morning, and groping 
along its stately walls at midnight with a dark lan- 
tern. The distinction is that between a landscape 
with atmosphere, and a landscape without it, if, in- 
deed, sneh a monstrosity can ba conceived. For 
ourselves, therefore, we confess our admiration of 
the instinctive felicity with which our Tenerable 
countryman in the gay city lays the heavens tmder 
tribute in his reports of the wit and fashion and in- 
telligence of the btau monde. We have always 
strongly inclined to hold the ]>opular tti^ftftlfg of the 
weather, as a subject of familiar conversation, in 
extreme contempt, and now our minds are fully 
made up. A shadow of doubt no longer rests upon 
us. We have been a long time becoming positive, 
but we are settled at last. The weather in our un- 
alterable conviction is the most choice and signifi- 
cant of possible subjects, and should in all highly 
refined and artistic circles be invariably a preferred 
t<^ipic. Henceforth we do not think we shall be able 
to look with common respect on anybody who iu af»- 
proaching us hasn't the taste or the moral courage 
to do justicetotbs wsatitot^antto oar awa warm 
right liand.

Your case ia eertaialjr a remarkable one; you were 
in tliis commonity a highly re.'ipcctable citi/^on, in 
the judgment of tboae wno kiiew you, aj unlikely to 
commit this offense as any man to be found in it', no 
matter who he may be. You do not seem to have 
had any overpowering nececessity upon you to teinftt 
you to the crime It appears difficult to'comprehend 
that such a Btan ahoold commit snch an offense; that 
tor the possible or even probable values in a few 
letters, a person occupyiiitj a respectable position in 
society should incur the risk — the certainty, it may 
be almost said— of an ignominious puni^hment. 

But crinie is now and then presented to as ia aaw 
and startling phases. Our criminal jarispmdence 
has occasionally added to its history, some new of- 
fense, or an old one in some unexj)ected form, to 
surprise us. CourU of justice can only deal with 
acts and judge of the motives of the man f rom tliobe 
acts. You sund before this court like any other 
criminal convicted at its bar. The only di'tference 
between yonr case and that of an ordinary' criminal 
is, you have fallen from a more respectable position 
in life. That circumstance certainly does not miti- 
gate the offence. The court will not dwell upon 
your )>re8ent condition. You must yourself fully 
appreciate it. The man of edacation and intelli- 
gence who deliherately commits a crime knows as 
well as one can tell him what m:iy be the terrible 
consequetices. He thinks ol" them and d.ire3 tlieni. 
If they fall on his own head, bis fate stamis as a 
warning to otbm.

Mr. Uay M as 
of opinion thai t lie walls cf the well, being stone, 
would fall in and endanger the lives of himself and 
operatives, if an iron miUer, costing $80, was not 
used in deepening.' trie well. His Honor thought 
otherwise and insisted that a mithlfn tub should be 
used, and, Mr. li.iy refusing to adoot Ilis Honor's 
plan, His Honor thereupon employed Mr. Salisbury' 
to do Oe waric at $80. 

We know of no law. State or city, authorizing 
the Mayor to employ persons to deepen and repair 
\\el!.« and charfje the city therefor. Tlie city has 
herself employed persons for that [iurpo.se, who are 
responsible to her, and not to the Alayor, for ttie 
faithful discharge of the duty; they have given bond 
and security to becure its performance. It is by 
charter, art. 4, sec. 4, tbednty of the Mayor to "ex- 
ercise a general supervision over" them, but he can- 
not discharge tlieiu. He can i:either make nor un- 
make them. They are ollicers of tiie city, not at 
all answerable to the Mayor fur the proper discharge 
of their duties. If thsj iitt to discharge them it is 
his duty to report the Aer^etkm to the General 
Council, which alone has power to remedy the evil. 
"He shall take care that the city ordinances are ex«- 
cuted" (charter, art. 4, sec. 4), but not by discharging 
one officer and appointing another in his stead. 
He cannot bind the city by any such set sach an 
act is a violation of the citv orllinanoa. 

We do not undertake to aecide whether His Honor 
or Mr. Rav was the better judge of the beat mode 
of deepenfng the well, or whether the walls of the 
well would tunilile in. But, as Mr. Uay follows that 
business, we suppose he understands it. And as he 
had to go down Into the well and risk the falling in 
of the walls, snd His Honor didn't, we think be had 
the right to adopt that mode of doing the work 
vhich he lielieved safest and best. Uuder similar 
circumstances we should cheerfully accord to His 
Honor a like discretion. "Equal rights to nil men, 
exclusive privileges to none, was once a ♦"avorite 
maxim, and is not yet forgotten. In accordance we 
say, "let him that goeth down to the bottom of a 
well walled with stone, to deepen it, use, if need be, 
an iron boiler to protect life and limb. .\nd let not 
him that sitteth at tiie top of the same well and 
looketh do#n at him merely, compel bis brother to 
oas a fieaU woodea tab at the haxxard of his Uih."

except bv repealing and embraangina new ordi- 
nance the fKirtion intended to be retained. This 
proposed ordinance repeals all ordinances coming in 
conflict with it. , r > 

In support of this general repealmg elause it is 
said that there U ao ordinance m conflict with it ; 
Then this repealmg cUuse is unnoMssary. But 
there are ordinances in conflict with It, orainanoes 
on the same sul ject and hMvina: the same object, 
viz: The ordinances providing for durgiug the i;i- 
terest and principal, of the bond* of the city to tbe 
Naahvilla Bailnad Co., <mthe linking fund. Are 
these ordinances, in which the ta.i -payers of the city 
are interested, retained or rei-ealfd.* Thi.s ordinance 
issileiif. Are the resolutions and ordinances loan- 
ing money to the city proper by the linking fund 
retained or repealed.' This ordkiance is silent. Is 
the citv ready to pay back her Iffins into the sinking 
fund at tills time, to meet thif investment in her 
own bonds at 30 yaars to the y*ter Company? If 
she is not. then let her General Council guard against 
it by striking' this repealing cUmse (itself a^'aiiHt the 
charter J from this pro[)osed ordinance. The interejt 
due on the Nashville Railroad l>ond8, and on the 
water bonds also, has been advanced in great p.irt 
out of the, sinking ftind subject to be reimbursed by 
thet:ixes for these objects when collected. The 
pressure of the times has fallen on the tax-payers so 
as to make property sales necessary to pay taxes, 
which may end by the property's falling on the city's 
hands, and not the money, so that the condition of 
the sinlung fund will not be improved thereby, nor 
the revenue of the city proper. 

3d. Two modes of investing the surplus in the 
sinking fund, by the 6th sec. and Xth article, are al- 
lowed — lat, it can be ve-^ted in j>ri<jit(iJile .■ifix/:. or, 
2d, loaned as the General Council may direct by or- 
dinance. 

The proposed ordinance "directs" the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund to vest $20,000 in tbe 
Ijonds of the city to the water company — not to loan 
it. Are these bonds stock at all, in tbe meaning of 
the charter? Are they more than securities them- 
selves? If stodc, ore Uityprofctulle stock to tiie sink- 
ing fund, in tbe meaning of the charter? An opin- 
ion prevails, and, in the case of the schocd boads, it 
was gravely contended by Itwyers, msmben of the 
Council, that to purchase the bonds of the city pro- 
[>er by the sinking fund was and is a cancelment of 
the bonds in the hands of the commissioners, and a 
sinking of that much means of that fund, and, in- 
fluenced by that conclusion, tlw Gsaeral Council 
made no provision for poyiag latasast oa tba school 
Umds in tbe handc «f Um ^mtiagtmA OMMaiirifla- 
ers for 1857. 

If this construction prevail, or is even plausible, 
it is incumbent on the General Council to be careful 
not so to manage that solemnly dedicated fund as to 
destroy ito maaaa «t tattvait ibMa ftom ito express- 
ed intent and objeeto. If iatalast be not pavable 
into the sinking fund on these bonds to the Water 
Compani , when purchased, then in no sen.st cnn this 
be an investment in jmijUalde stuck. It is not prolita- 
ble stock, and the Cnarusr is violated. 

The buying of bonds, by the sinking fund, is a 
transaction as simple as tliat of a private individual 
la} ing out his moue}' in them. He takes the bonds 
in place of his money and draws the interest on 
them, and your ordinance should plainly sjiy this; 
but it does not. It leaves niom to susjject that this 
plain intent is not its meaning. Instead of saying 
that said baadi| vhsa wmtmmA bv tba sinking 
fund commissioners, should lie held by them, ana 
the city proper should pay the interest on them as if 
lield liy ail individual, your jiropo-ed ordiu.mee 
says that, when said bonds shall have been so pur- 
chased by the commissioners, they shall lia plaosd 
by the Mayor in tbe Bank of Kentucky amil the 
further order of the General Coimcil. 

What does that mean? W^ho ever heard of the 
bonds and securities of a debtor being held by him 
and at his disposal? Why, are not these bonds the 
property of the sinking fund? If so, why are not 
the commissionors to bold them to the use of that 
fund, as tbsy ImM. tha moaay tiia eonusiasioncrs pay 
for them? Bat it may be said that it is understood 
that, when these bonds are bought by the sinking 
fund and transferred to them by the Water Company, 
the commissioners are to hold them, as they did the 
money, and the city is to pay the interest on them. 
If that l>e your meaning, your ordinance does not 
say so. It does not say that the l>ouds shall be trans- 
ferred "to tftv coiiiinissianers of the sinking f und" at 
all; but savs they "shall be endorsed and inmsf erred 
and deposited in the Bank of Kentucky by the May- 
or until the further order of the General Council." 

The meaning of laws is found by the courts by es- 
tablished mlas of intarpratation and not by the intent 
of particnliv members of tbe Logidatnn, voting on 
them, not set down in the ordiaaaoi IImIu l^yoar 
ordinance, what you mean, if y«a«mS4> |safll, 
you must plainly write down. 

This ordinance wants conformity to tbe Charter 
and to the plain intent with which the sinking fund 
was establisiid, and is not consistent with its provi- 
dent luaiiagi ineiit and iuiprovenient, and may cast 
embarrassment upon it and upon tbe duties with 
which it is charged. Better nalw it %» «t-
